Kentucky are emphaaixed in a bulle- 
tin issued hero today by Dr. A. T. 
McCorinack, State Health Officer. 
The bulletin was issued at this time, 
accnrdin^r to Dr. McCormack, because 
j the first epidemic of the year has 
already rnmmeiMad ita lavaga in 
Menifea eowky. 

"There ara cattata fketa," Dr. Mc- 
Cormack aaid, '^ahidi paiaato ahould 
recall now that dipntheria has ap> 
penred for the first time this season 
in epidemic form in Kentucky. One- 
half of the deaths from the diseate, 
to which children particularly aire 
subject, occur every year within 
three months after achools reopen. 

"Theee deaths ara abaolvtaly need- 
leaa. if, after tiM diaeaaa h 
acquired enongh aaUtoaia ta 
(stored to the child aotSering withd 
the flrst three daya of the disease'* 
course, the sufferer's life will be 
saved every time. The thinu f'>r 
parents to do is to send each child 
which has a sore throat to a doctor 
immediately and, where he haa had 
the diaeaee^ not to penait hi« to la- 
tum to Miaal tortil ha to iLMra by 
a labetal wy MMlfMa to ha aaaplata- 
ly twn i. 

"Imtt yaar far the first time since 
vital statistics in Kentucky have 
bei-n kept the death rate from diph- 
theria increased. This did not alarm 
us especially i s the increase in this 
State conformed to an increase all 
over the United States, but the State 
Board of Health to autioua to keep 
the iljsaaM waU ta haad thto year."
